Proper correction of the Examiner's Answer is required. 

Accordingly, it is ORDERED that the application is retum to the Examiner: 

1) issue a revised Examiner's Answer, setting forth the prior art the 
Examiner used in the rejections on appeal; and 
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2) for such further action as may be appropriate.
